KENT’S most senior police¬ 
man has revealed his offi¬ 
cers felt the Home Secretary 
had “taken advantage” of 
them with a new pay deal. 

In an interview with Kent on 
Sunday, Chief Constable Michael 
Fuller said Jacqui Smith’s decision 
not to backdate their wage increase to 
September 1 had left them “demor¬ 
alised and de-motivated”. 

An independent tribunal recom¬ 
mended that police be given a 2.5 per 
cent pay rise, but by backdating it to 
December 1 they will only receive a 
real-term increase of 1.9 per cent.

The move has led to a bitter war of 
words between the Government and 
the Police Federation, which repre¬ 
sents rank and file officers. 

Mr Fuller is the most senior police¬ 
man in Britain to criticise the 
Government for its decision. 

The chief constable revealed that dur¬ 
ing a meeting of the Police Federation 
in Kent on Thursday at least one offi¬ 
cer said he would be prepared to go on 
strike “if push came to shove”. 

“The officers felt the Government 


was taking advantage of them in not 
honouring the agreement of the tribu¬ 
nal,” said Mr Fuller. 

“They felt they were taking advan¬ 
tage of them because they are denied 
that right to strike.” 

He said the Home Office had under¬ 
estimated how “hurt and angry” offi¬ 
cers were at the decision. 

Mr Fuller seemed to suggest that 
police were being distracted by the row. 

“The officers should be focusing on 
counter-terrorism and reducing crime 
and disorder on the streets,” he said. 

“Now is not the time to be demoral¬ 
ising our staff. We are talking about

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staff who have not shirked their responsi¬ 
bilities. They have dealt with 15 murder 
inquiries, terrorism, drug crime, people 
trafficking and 12 [external] inspections 
this year. 

“There is a risk there will be de-motivat- 
ed officers who have been working really 
hard to achieve government objectives.” 

It emerged on Friday that police officers 
in Scotland would be getting a better pay 
deal than those south of the border after 
Scottish justice secretary Kenny MacAskill 
decided to backdate to September their 
increases in full. 

Mr Fuller said: “This exacerbates the 
unfairness of the Home Office decision.” 

He revealed he has written to the Home 
Secretary asking her to reconsider her 
decision. 

“I think she should be honest enough to 
accept she has made a mistake and do what 
the Scottish secretary has done and reverse 
her decision and honour the agreement so 
officers can move on and focus their efforts 
on battling with crime, rather than battling 
with the Government.” 

Principle 

Jan Berry, chairwoman of the Police 
Federation in England and Wales and a 
Kent chief inspector, said she had not seen 
so much anger among the rank and file for 
many years. 

In previous pay disputes, it was generally 
accepted that agreed increases would be 
backdated to the date the rise was due. 

For many of Kent’s 3,654 officers, the sum 
would only amount to a couple of hundred 
pounds, but Mr Fuller said that was not the 
issue at stake. 

“There is an important principle of police 
- who are denied the right to strike - 
having a proper pay mechanism that is 
honoured by both sides,” he said. 

“We cannot have a situation where, 
just because they don’t like the arbitrator’s 
decision, they don’t go along with it.” 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday, Peter 


Harman, secretary of the Kent Police 
Federation, said: “Officers are angry with 
the contemptuous way that the Home 
Secretary has treated the police service. 

“She has not played with a straight bat 
and the whole negotiating process has not 
been dealt with honourably” 

Ian Pointon, the chairman of the Kent 
Police Federation, called on the Home 
Secretary to resign. 

The federation has warned that officers 
may demand the right to strike if they do 
not get independent binding arbitration. 

Officers in parts of Europe have the legal 
right to strike, but Mr Fuller said he 
thought they could lose public support and 
sympathy if given that right in the UK. 

Kent on Sunday approached the Home 
Office for a response to Mr Fuller’s comments. 

A spokeswoman said the department had 
nothing further to add to a statement 
issued on Thursday by Ms Smith. 

The Home Secretary said: “The 
Government is grateful for the vital and 
hard work which police officers carry out 
every day 

‘We believe that effective pay arrange¬ 
ments for police officers are essential for a 
modern police service which delivers high 
standards of community safety and securi¬ 
ty to the public. 

“I have very carefully considered the 
Police Arbitration Tribunal recommenda¬ 
tions and am accepting their recommenda¬ 
tion for a 2.5 per cent increase to the pay of 
police officers. 

“However, I also have a responsibility to 
ensure pay settlements are affordable and 
consistent with Government pay policy, 
including the maintenance of low inflation. 

“I have therefore decided that the award 
should be implemented on December 1, 
rather than September 1.” 

It is not the first time that Mr Fuller has 
been outspoken in criticising the 
Government. 

He told KoS: “I feel that staff who are 
loyal and dedicated have been treated 
unfairly” 


Tory blogger 
to launch new 
political ’zine 

CONSERVATIVE blogger Iain Dale is to 
launch a new political magazine. 

Mr Dale, who is vying to become the next 
Tory parliamentary candidate for Ann 
Widdecombe’s soon-to-be-vacated Maidstone 
and the Weald seat, is planning to launch The 
Politico next year. 

The magazine will be aimed at serving politi¬ 
cians and will be distributed for free to every¬ 
one from MPs to local councillors. It will also 
be available to the public by subscription. 

The Tunbridge Wells resident said The Politico 
will be “a lot lighter” than political magazines 
such as New Statesman and The Economist. 

He said: “Some magazines are a bit dull, I’m 
not interested in dullness. We want to have 
lots of regular features and columnists, as well 
as some satire and a diary column.” 

Mr Dale published three issues of another 
magazine, also called The Politico, in 2003 and 
he claimed that it was re-reading the editions 
that inspired the new publication. 

He added: “That was really set up to promote 
a bookshop, although it wasn’t all to do with 
books. I was tidying up a few months ago and 
a copy fell out. I started reading it and I 
thought, ‘this is really good’.” 

The magazine will be monthly and the first 
edition is expected in the spring.

AN ARTIST who is producing an 
exclusive artwork to be exhibited 
in Folkestone has scooped this 
year’s Turner Prize. 

Mark Wallinger won the prestigious award 
for his work State Britain, a precise recon¬ 
struction of anti-war protestor Brian Haw’s 
display that stood in Parliament Square 
before being taken down by police last year.

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56 post offices closed 
‘by stroke of distant 
bureaucrat’s pen’ 


THE consultation over the closure of 
56 post offices across Kent has been 
denounced as “a farce” and “a sham” 
by politicians across the county. 

Post Office Ltd wants to close 2,500 branch¬ 
es nationwide. Post offices in Kent became the 
first to learn their fate this week. 

Only two of the 58 branches that have faced 
closure since the plans were announced in 
October have been spared, with another two 
now facing an anxious consultation period. 

The only two to escape the axe were the 
branches at Cliffs End in Ramsgate and High 
Street in Hawkhurst, while Lane End in 
Dartford and Goodnestone will have to wait 
until January for the outcome. 

The Post Office’s decision follows a six-week 
consultation period, during which many angry 
residents and politicians railed against the clo¬ 
sures. Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter slammed the process as “a farce right 
from the beginning”. 

He said: “The six-week consultation period 
was too short, it was further reduced by postal 
strikes and they then gave themselves just 
three weeks to review and evaluate the infor¬ 
mation supplied to them. 

“We know that well over 5,000 people sent

evidence and responses to Post Office and I 
don’t believe that three weeks gave them 
enough time to properly digest and take on 
board that data. 

“The fact that only two post office branches 
have been reprieved suggests to me that they 
haven’t looked at the evidence properly, if at all.” 

Greg Clark, Conservative MP for Tunbridge 
Wells, labelled the consultation process “a 
sham” and said he would take up the matter 
with ministers. 

Anger 

He added: “The massive outpouring of anger 
against these decisions appears to have been 
ignored. The needs of local people have simply 
been trampled in the rush to meet the 
Government’s post office closure target of 
2,500 across the country. 

“The process has been a sham and we must 
now do all that we can to support local people 
who are to see a vital public service withdrawn 
from their communities by the stroke of a dis¬ 
tant bureaucrat’s pen. 

“I am not prepared to let it rest. I have 


applied for a debate in the House of Commons 
on the adequacy of the consultation process so 
that the Government minister can hear what 
is being done in the Government’s name.” 

Damian Collins, Tory parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Folkestone and Hythe, said: “The Post 
Office invited responses from the public to 
their proposals, the people spoke, but the Post 
Office has just dismissed their concerns.” 

A Post Office spokesman said 99 per cent of 
the county’s population would either not see 
any change to their local branch or would be 
within one mile of an alternative. 

Gary Herbert, Post Office Ltd’s Network 
Development Manager for Kent, said in a 
statement: “These are difficult decisions which 
have not been taken lightly. We have consid¬ 
ered very carefully all the comments made 
during the public consultation. 

“We believe that the amended plan 
announced today offers our customers across 
Kent the best prospect for a sustainable net¬ 
work in the future, bearing in mind the 
Government’s minimum access criteria and 
the other factors the Government has asked 
us to consider.”

French ‘to build 
Dungeness C’ 

THE new nuclear reactor planned for 
Dungeness could be bankrolled by French 
company EDF Energy. 

EDF’s UK chief executive Vincent de 
Rivaz reportedly told a private meeting of 
City bankers this week that the French 
firm would be prepared to meet all the costs 
of building four new nuclear power stations 
across the country, including a new reactor 
at Dungeness. 

The four power stations are expected to 
cost just under £10 billion. 

The site is currently owned by British 
Energy and EDF is understood to be pre¬ 
pared to work in partnership to build the 
new plants. 

The Government is currently consulting on 
the future of nuclear energy in the UK, with 
a decision on whether to authorise the build¬ 
ing of the new reactors expected next year. 

MP calls for fare 
review on trains 

AN MP has called for the Government to 
review the impact of steep rail fare increas¬ 
es for Kent commuters. 

Southeastern trains announced last week 
an average 6.8 per cent rise in the cost of 
regulated fares, such as season tickets and 
standard returns, and an average 4.8 per 
cent rise in unregulated fares, such as 
cheap day returns. The prices will come into 
effect in January. 

Roger Gale, Conservative MP for North 
Thanet, has written to the transport minister 
asking him for the review. He also met with 
Charles Horton, managing director of 
Southeastern, to put the case for reductions 
in fares to Victoria and Cannon Street. 

Mr Gale said: “I have an undertaking that 
the issues that I have raised will be consid¬ 
ered and reviewed.”

MP lavs blame for 14 
servicemen deaths 


A TORY MP has said he 
blames the Government for 
the deaths of 14 soldiers in 
a plane crash in 
Afghanistan, which includ¬ 
ed one serviceman from 
Kent. 

Julian Brazier, Conservative MP 
for Canterbury and Whitstable, hit 
out after Defence Secretary Des 
Browne publicly apologised for the 
faults that led to an RAF Nimrod 
plane crashing in Afghanistan in 
September 2006. 

One of the 14 servicemen who died 
in the crash was Flight Sergeant 
Gary Wayne Andrews, 48, from 
Tankerton. 

Apologise 

Mr Brazier, who has served as an 
officer in the Territorial Army, said: 
“The Secretary of State was right to 
apologise. The MoD let our boys 
down and they’re dead because they 
were in equipment that wasn’t to 
the highest safety standards.” 

An inquiry into the crash found 
that it was caused by a series of fuel 
leaks, and exacerbated by the fact 
that the crew did not have access to 
fire fighting or detection equipment. 

The report, by the RAF Board of 
Inquiry, said: “In the limited time 
available to them, the crew had to 
determine the fire’s source by a 
process of elimination; there is no 
evidence that they were able to do so. 
The crew had no means of attacking 
the principal fire.” 

Mr Brazier said that the 
Government must properly equip 
and fund the armed forces. 

He told Kent on Sunday of a con¬ 
cerned RAF pilot who was soon 
going to Afghanistan, but still had

not been issued with his flame 
retardant uniform. 

“The bigger picture is that the 
Government must face up to its 
responsibilities,” said Mr Brazier. 
“No government since World War II 
has engaged in as many wars 
around the world. They’ve commit¬ 
ted us here, there and everywhere.” 

Last week, the former head of the 
UK’s armed forces called on Gordon 
Brown to address the “huge imbal¬ 
ance” between military commit¬ 
ments and funding. 

Admiral The Lord Boyce, the Chief 
of Defence Staff from 2001-2003, 
said the message needed to be 
“drilled in” to the Prime Minister, in 
an interview with Kent on Sunday. 

Following the publication of the 
report, Des Browne said: “The Board 
of Inquiry established the most prob¬ 
able cause of the fire and in doing so 
identified failings for which the 
Ministry of Defence must take 
responsibility. 

“On behalf of the MoD and the 
Royal Air Force, I would like to apol¬ 
ogise to the House of Commons, and 
most of all to those who lost their 
lives, and to their families. I am sorry. 

“My department has taken a num¬ 
ber of steps to ensure that a similar 
accident cannot occur again. We are 
learning the lessons from the acci¬ 
dent and have already implemented 
many of the recommendations of the 
report. 

“On the basis of these actions, the 
Chief of the Air Staffs professional 
judgment is that the Nimrod fleet is 
safe to fly. I have accepted his 
advice. I have, however, decided to 
put in place a review of the arrange-

ness and safe operation of the 
Nimrod MR2.” 

The Nimrod aircraft was intro¬ 
duced into service in 1969 and is 
effectively a heavily modified ver¬ 
sion of the De Havilland Comet, the 
world’s first jet airliner. 

Upgraded 

The RAF ordered 46 of the planes 
in the late 60s, with 32 upgraded to 
MR2 standard in the mid 70s. The 
one that crashed in Afghanistan last 
September was one of these planes. 

It is one of five Nimrods lost in 
accidents, but the first for over 10 
years. 

The planes are currently used in 
Iraq and Afghanistan for what the 
RAF calls TSTAR support’ - intelli¬ 
gence, surveillance, target acquisi¬ 
tion and reconnaissance.

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Building plan rides rough¬ 
shod over disabled needs

Study at Medway 


Riding centre will close 
if builders get go-ahead 


THOUSANDS of disabled people 
from across the county face losing 
a riding centre that provides valu¬ 
able physical and emotional ther¬ 
apy. 

Developers plan to build more than 700 
new homes on the site near West Mailing, 
which could see Leybourne Grange Riding 
Centre for the Disabled lose up to 48 acres of 
grazing land. The charity warned this would 
force the centre’s closure. 

People with a range of physical disabilities, 
learning difficulties and autism from all over 
Kent, and some from Sussex and London, 
use the centre which provides 15,000 riding 
sessions a year. 

Unrealistic 

Roy Barnes, the charity’s director and 
chairman, said: “The small package of land 
[the developers] intend to offer the centre is 
entirely unrealistic to support the centre’s 
needs. 

“A desperately needed and valuable facility 
for disabled people will be lost if the plans go 
ahead.” 

He said the centre relied on income from 
renting out stables and land to horse owners 
in order to provide the riding lessons for dis¬ 
abled people. 

Mr Barnes said horse riding had many ben¬ 
efits for physically disabled people. He said: 
“Riding improves coordination and balance. It 
is very good for the lower back and other mus¬ 
cles. It builds muscle strength. The [horse’s] 
rolling motion reflects that of walking. 

‘We have had people who have not been 
able to climb stairs who after a few weeks 
find they can.”

The stables have been at the Leybourne 
Grange site in West Mailing since 1991 and 
are currently home to 60 horses, a retired 
one-eyed pony, two sheep and a goat. 

The land is owned by English 
Partnerships, a quango which carries out 
regeneration projects. 

Taylor Wimpey has been chosen as the 
developer to convert the listed manor house 
and former mental hospital, Leybourne 
Grange, into apartments and build around 
700 new homes on the site. 

Mr Barnes said if the centre lost any of its 
60 acres of grazing land it would not be able 
to remain open. 

“Less land would mean less horses and 
render the operation of the centre impracti¬ 
cal both from accommodation and financial 
perspectives,” he said. 

A spokeswoman for English Partnerships 
said: “No plans have been submitted to 
Tonbridge and Mailing Borough Council as 
yet because we are at the public consultation 
stage. 

“Planning for a sustainable community is 
underway and both EP and Taylor Wimpey 
are keen to consult with the public. 

“The riding school has a part to play in that 
community and EP has no desire to see it 
close.” 

However, EP was unable to say that the 
centre would be able to continue using all the 
land. 

Mr Barnes urged people to write letters of 
objection over the proposals to Tonbridge and 
Mailing Borough Council, the local MP Sir 
John Stanley, EP and Taylor Wimpey.

WHEN the Government unveiled 
police community support officers 
in 2002, they were heralded as 
the latest weapon in the fight 
against antisocial behaviour. 

But in Kent they are now helping to tar¬ 
get speeding motorists, KoS can reveal. 

The Police Federation, which represents 
rank and file officers, said the use of the 
support officers to man speed indicator 
devices was an example of “mission creep”. 

Ian Pointon, chairman of the Kent branch 
of the federation, said: “PCSOs are becom¬ 
ing involved in matters they are neither 
trained nor empowered to deal with. 

“PCSOs are not empowered to give speed¬ 
ing tickets. If this is about educating drivers 
then this can be achieved with the use of an 
automated sign that simply flashes the speed 
limit when drivers exceed it as a reminder - 
there is no need for anyone to be present.” 

Antisocial 

The Home Office told this newspaper that 
PCSOs have powers so they can help deliv¬ 
er effective neighbourhood policing and 
deal with antisocial behaviour. 

They have 20 standardised powers, which 
include confiscating alcohol in public places, 
issuing fines for antisocial behaviour such 
as littering, and seizing drugs. They do not 
have the power of arrest. 

Another 20 powers can be given to 
PCSOs, including issuing fines for disorder 
and searching people suspected of carrying 
dangerous items. These are at the discre¬ 
tion of chief constables. 

A Home Office spokesman said there was 
no specific restriction on which members of 
the police force could use speed traps. 

He said: “The primary role of the PCSO is 
to provide high visibility reassurance polic¬ 
ing and deal with low-level crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“PCSOs operate best when they are in 
properly tasked teams and are key to the suc¬ 
cessful delivery of neighbourhood policing.” 

Kent Police said two PCSOs - Tom 
Mercer and Karen Tappenden - were using 
speed indicator devices in Folkestone. 

A police spokesman said the devices were 
introduced after residents raised concerns 
about speeding motorists. 

The devices take registration details of 
speeding drivers. Drivers are then sent a 
warning letter. 

If they break the limit a second time, driv¬ 
ers can be fined and possibly end up with 
points on their licences, said the spokesman. 

Brian MacDowell, the secretary of the 
Kent branch of the Association of British 
Drivers, said the move was an expansion of 
the PCSO’s role. 

“They originally came in to check that 
young people were behaving themselves 
and now they are, potentially, criminalising 
drivers.” 


New year divorce resolutions 


FAMILY fall-outs over Christmas can prove 
to be big business for law firms, with more 
divorces started after the holiday than at any 
other time of year.

He added: “It is amazing how quickly 
they can respond to that complaint [about 
speeding motorists] but there are still prob¬ 
lems with vandalism and abusive teens 
which go on ignored. 

“There is a need for PCSOs on the streets 
particularly after 5pm, which is when their 
shifts end. 

“They should be doing something that 
actually makes people feel safer in their 
communities.” 

PCSO Bill Waterman, who works in the 
Ashford area, told KoS he had found 
motorists travelling at 32mph through a 
20mph zone in Osbourne Road. 

He said he had clocked drivers at 47mph 
on Canterbury Road - a 30mph zone. 

Kent Police said training was due to 
begin early next year for PCSOs to operate 
speed indicator devices in east Kent. 

The Police Federation said drivers see cam¬ 
eras as “cash cows” and not safety measures. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable Steve 
Harris, of Kent Police, said: “PCSOs are not 
being used to directly enforce traffic law but 
they will gather information and intelli¬ 
gence as this is part of their everyday role. 

“PCSOs work very closely with people in 
the neighbourhoods they serve. 

“Many people regard speeding as antiso¬ 
cial behaviour and PCSOs will respond to 
this concern if it is raised within their com¬ 
munity. 

4 While speeding issues form only a propor¬ 
tion of their normal duties, it is a regular con¬ 
cern expressed by people who come to our 
Partners And Communities Together (PACT) 
meetings and they want us to tackle this. 

“In helping to set up a speed indication 
device, PCSOs are acting in their normal 
support role. Because this system is portable 
it can be used in locations where people tell 
us they believe there is a problem. 

“On some occasions, the speed measure¬ 
ments have shown there isn't a problem in 
a particular area and it has helped to allay 
people’s fears. 

“On other occasions, motorists may be 
sent a letter advising them to keep within 
the speed limit. And where a driver repeat¬ 
edly flouts the law, enforcement action will 
be taken. This includes sending regular 
police patrols to the area to do this. 

“PCSOs are an integral part of neigh¬ 
bourhood teams and are working hard to 
make their communities safer.” 

Kent has around 400 PCSOs, with a 
salary range of £19,672 to £23,056.

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Drivers arrested 
in crackdown 

A CAMPAIGN by police on festive season 
drink and drug driving has so far led to 
seven arrests in mid Kent. 

The arrests are part of the Safer Winter 
campaign, the annual drive to curb drunk 
motorists getting behind the wheel during 
the festive season, launched last week. 

PC Warren Jarvis, a mid Kent police traf¬ 
fic officer, said: “The advice is simple - don’t 
drive under the influence of drink or drugs.” 

Statistics show that one in six people killed 
on the roads dies because of someone driving 
after taking drugs or drinking alcohol. 

Seven people have so far been charged 
following the anti- drink and drug driving 
campaign, police said on Friday. 

Anyone with any information about drink 
or drug drivers to contact Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Negligent doc 
is back at work 

A FATHER has spoken of his anger after a 
doctor who was found guilty of gross negli¬ 
gence following his son’s death has been 
allowed to practice again. 

Sean Phillips, 31, died in 2000 after con¬ 
tracting the MRSA virus following a rou¬ 
tine knee operation in Southampton. The 
virus caused Mr Phillips, a father of one, to 
develop toxic shock syndrome and die. 

Dr Amit Misra and his colleague Dr 
Rajeev Srivastava were found guilty of 
manslaughter by gross negligence in 2003 
and given 18-month suspended prison sen¬ 
tences after failing to carry out basic tests 
to diagnose the condition. 

They were later suspended by the GMC, 
but at a hearing late last month Dr Misra 
was told he could begin practicing again. 

Mr Phillips’ father Myles Phillips, from 
Faversham, said: “He shouldn’t be allowed to 
practice in the UK ever again.”

COUNCILS across Kent 
have been criticised for 
spending nearly £14 mil¬ 
lion on publicity. 

The 16 authorities, including 
Bexley and Bromley, spent 
£13,842,000 in 2006-07, com¬ 
pared to £4,266,602 in 1996-97, 
a report by the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance revealed. 

The 242 per cent hike over the 
last decade came at a time when 
council tax in the UK doubled. 

Kent County Council spent 
the most on publicity last year - 
£6.586m - compared with 

£1.409m in 1996-97 - a rise of 
£367.4 per cent. 

However, during the same 
period, Shepway District 
Council’s publicity budget was 
slashed by 18.1 per cent from 
£323,722 to £265,000. 

Savings 

Matthew Elliott, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Taxpayers’ Alliance, 
said: ‘With council tax doubling 
in the past decade, it’s extremely 
disappointing that councils have 
chosen to double their publicity 
budgets over the same period.

‘With the internet cutting the 
cost of communication, it should¬ 
n’t be difficult for local authori¬ 
ties to find savings in this area 
and bring council tax down.” 

KCC said its publicity spend¬ 
ing included all recruitment and 
public notice advertising costs. 

A spokesman said £2.8m of the 
£6.586m figure went on recruit¬ 
ment. He said the controversial 
£1.4m Kent TV scheme is paid 
for using another part of the 
council’s £2bn annual budget. 

In a statement, Cllr Alex King, 
the council’s deputy leader, said: 
“Kent County Council is the 
largest shire authority in the 
country with more than 1.4m 
people. 

“As with all councils we have a 
statutory duty to communicate 
to people how they access their 
services, as well as ensuring peo¬ 
ple get value for money.” 

Cllr King added: “KCC also 
constantly reviews how we com¬ 
municate with people, ensuring 


value for money. 

“For example, we managed to cut 
£700k in the current financial year 
from budgets allocated to recruit¬ 
ment advertising spend as we move 
to more online advertising.” 

But Cllr Mike Eddy, leader of the 
Labour group on KCC, said: “No- 
one would object to the money 
being spent on informing the public 
of their rights and their responsibil¬ 


ities, but in Kent the money goes on 
self-promotion of the Conservative 
cabinet members and trying to 
knock the Government. 

“The money spent on recruitment 
reflects how many staff throughout 
the council are currently jumping 
ship.” 

Cllr Eddy added: “KCC spins a 
good yarn, expensively, but pro¬ 
duces a tangled web.”

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Revealed: trade in 
exploited women

A SENIOR police officer has 
revealed that foreign women are 
being forced to work as prosti¬ 
tutes at as many as 300 brothels 
across Kent. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas, 
pictured, of Kent Police, 
said the female victims - 
many of them illegal immi¬ 
grants - were sold as com¬ 
modities between traffick¬ 
ers and came from coun¬ 
tries in Eastern Europe 
and South East Asia. 

He warned that sex workers were being 
replaced as quickly as police were manag¬ 
ing to free trapped women. The only way to 
tackle the trade was to catch and imprison 
the criminal gangs responsible, he said. 

In an interview with Kent on Sunday, Mr 
Thomas spoke about the extent of human 
trafficking for the sex trade in the county 
and what measures were being taken to 
combat it. 

He said: “People who want to enter the 
county illegally can be trafficked through 
organised crime for a range of purposes and 
the concern is that some are effectively 
brought in as slave labourers.” 

Kent Police raided 30 premises across the 
county at the beginning of last month as 
part of a national campaign called 
Pentameter 2, which is led by the 
Association of Chief Police Officers and the 
Home Office, to target human trafficking 
for the sex industry. 

The aim of the operation was to rescue 
sex workers who had been forced into pros¬ 
titution against their will. 

Mr Thomas said it was difficult to access 
the scale of the problem because unlike 
street prostitution, which attracts a lot of 
complaints, sex trafficking tends to be hid¬ 
den and is often carried out in private. 

Brothels 

Mr Thomas said: (t We have a rough esti¬ 
mate of 300 brothels that could be holding 
people against their will. It is about 
demand, which is spread across the county 
and the brothels are similarly distributed.” 

Women may feel trapped in prostitution 
for a range of reasons, including owing 
money to the men who brought them into 
the country and fearing for the safety of 
their families because the trafficker knows 
where they live, he said. 

“They have been intimidated through 
threats. It is not as simple as saying ‘you’re 
free’. There is a problem if the women are in 
the country illegally,” he said. 

Mr Thomas said detecting the organised 
criminality behind women being held as 
sex slaves was key to tackling the problem. 

“If a hundred sex workers were freed 
then I suspect they would replace them - if 
you can deal with the serious criminality 
that will affect the trade. 

“Releasing women won’t necessarily 
destroy the trade because it has such a 
strong economic base,” he said. 

The majority of women being held are 
from Eastern Europe, Southeast Asian 
countries Vietnam, and China, he said. 

In Kent, 25 people have been arrested so 
far as part of Operation Pentameter 2. Mr 
Thomas could not reveal more details 
because evidence was still being gathered. 

He said police wanted to undermine the 
trade at its base by prosecuting people for 
serious crimes such as people trafficking 
and exploitation and being able to seize the 
assets of the organisers after they have 
been locked up. 


Part of police work is also to educate men 
that they could be paying for sex from a 
woman who is being held against her will 
and exploited, he said. 

Residents could help police tackle the 
problem by keeping an eye out for strange 
comings and goings from neighbouring 
properties, said Mr Thomas. 

The premises searched as part of the 
recent raids included a range of properties 
from large houses in the suburbs to inner 
city two-bedroom dwellings. 

Asked whether the foreign sex workers 
should be allowed to stay in the UK after 
their ordeal, Mr Thomas said: “It is difficult 
to say they should have an automatic right 
to stay because it would be open to abuse.”

I 
have asked for the issues to be investigated.” 

Mr Wyatt said he asked about the pay on 
behalf of a constituent who knew an SBS com¬ 
mando who was affected.

Dorset.

cuddle, but he’s not as bad as some kids on 
the autistic spectrum. He does show affec¬ 
tion sometimes. 

“He loves musical toys with lights, he 
loves fresh air, going on the beach. 

“He loves being independent - opening 
doors and shutting them himself, walking 
outside at home and he loves trying to 
control people. Like if you’re in a conversa¬ 
tion, he’ll try to join in. We communicate 
back and forth absolutely fine.” 

Harvey, whose father is Dwight Yorke, the 
professional footballer, was the subject of a 
cruel joke by a celebrity magazine last week. 

Heat gave away a variety of stickers pok¬ 
ing fun at celebrities in last week’s edition. 

One showed a photograph of Harvey next to 
a caption saying, “Harvey wants to eat me!” 

Miss Price was furious about the sticker 
and lodged a complaint to the Press 
Complaints Commission (PCC). The PCC 
said it also received 56 complaints about the 
sticker from angry fans and outraged parents. 

She later withdrew the complaint after 
the magazine, edited by Mark Frith, pub¬ 
lished an apology. 

Katie is married to Australian pop singer 
Peter Andre. They front an ITV television 
chat show called Katie and Peter Unleashed. 


TELEVISION presenter and model Katie Price 
has spoken candidly about what life is like for her 
disabled son Harvey. 

The mother-of-three, who was known as Jordan during her glamour 
modelling days, said she did not know if five-year-old Harvey would 
ever be able to live on his own, but said he was doing “really well”. 

Harvey, who goes to a special school in Kent, has a rare genetic dis¬ 
order, called septo-optic dysplasia, which means he is visually 
impaired and has hormonal deficiencies that cause weight gain. 

Speaking to OK! magazine after a photo shoot with her son, 
Miss Price said: “He’s talking a hell of a lot and becoming quite a 
character, although lately his behaviour has been getting worse and 
it’s quite hard work. 

Controlled 


“We’ve had to put a tent up in the kitchen because he uses a tent 
at school as a chill-out area, so he goes in there at home and it chills 
him out. It’s better than the naughty step because then he just 
laughs when he’s put on there. I don’t believe in whacking your kids, 
so the tent works quite well in calming him down. 

“As far as I know, [his condition] will stay 
the same. He just has to have his medicine 
and he’s fine. If you don’t give him his med¬ 
icine, it’s fatal. He also has diabetes, but 
it’s not the sugar diabetes - his diabetes 
affects his waterworks - it’s called diabetes 
insipidus. I don’t know why they call it 
diabetes because it doesn’t need to be 
controlled with diet or insulin.” 

Miss Price also said her son, who is on the 
autistic spectrum, is not very sociable or 
affectionate. 

She added: “I mean, I’m lucky if I get a

But landowners and farmers in Kent are 
concerned about the huge cost of such a 
scheme and the danger it poses to the fabric of 
the Garden of England. 

There are about 12,700 stiles and 5,700 
gates of various types on the 4,200 miles 
(6,700 kilometres) of Public Rights of Way in 
Kent. 

A spokesman for the National Farmers’ 
Union in Kent said: ‘We would not want to see 
these disappear overnight. 

“They are part of the character of the coun¬ 
tryside, so there needs to be full consultation 


Guilty plea for 
pony drowning 

A MAN has pleaded guilty to causing 
unnecessary suffering to a pony after it 
died at a country fair. 

Ian Deer, 21, from Dymchurch, was 
charged under section four of the Animal 
Welfare Act 2006 after a pony he had 
recently bought at the Appleby Horse Fair 
in Cumbria in June drowned.

with all those concerned before they are 
removed.” 

The NFU spokesman added: “More 
money to local authorities would be 
required to improve that access. The kissing 
gates would need to be made bigger and 
that of course costs money.” 

The County and Land Business 
Association represents land owners, but 
also has a charitable trust that provides 
facilities for the disabled to take part in 
recreation and education in the country¬ 
side. 

Kent spokesman Jonathan Roberts said: 
‘We support access to the countryside for 
the disabled wherever it is practical. 

“But there is little point in providing kiss¬ 
ing gates and stiles suitable for wheelchairs 
if access to those points is already impossi¬ 
ble because of the terrain.

“If the gates and stiles are simply removed, it 
increases the risk that illegal vehicles like 
motorbikes will have easy access.” 

A spokesman for Kent County Council said 
KCC has a target of removing 200 stiles each 
year in its Towards 2010 document issued last 
summer, which it is meeting. 

Structures including stiles and kissing gates 
on the public rights of way network are the 
responsibility of the landowner and KCC is 
responsible for 25 per cent of maintenance costs. 

The spokesman said: “The county council is 
keen to open up access for all in the countryside 
where possible, subject to landowners’ needs to 
protect their livestock. 


“The Countryside and Rights of Way Act has 
introduced new provision for negotiation with 
landowners to remove stiles, but the landowner 
does not have to comply. 

“When stiles are removed, we try to get the 
landowner to leave a gap to allow better access 
for all countryside users. The alternative is kiss¬ 
ing gates, which are a very convenient means of 
providing access, but they are more expensive.” 

Anne Pridmore, spokeswoman for the UK 
Disabled People’s Council, dismissed claims that 
replacing all gates and stiles for disabled access 
was an example of political correctness gone mad. 

“This is nothing about political correctness 
but human rights,” she said.

THE Queen’s representative in 
Kent is calling on the county to 
help celebrate the work of the 
Territorial Army in 2008.

In a bid to balance the books, the Gills 
chairman is planning to sell the ground to 
another company he has set up, Priestfield 
Developments Ltd, for £9.8 million, and 
then lease it back to the club. The plan is 
subject to approval from Gillingham’s cred¬ 
itors. 

Mr Scally, who owns 75 per cent of the 
club’s shares, said the creative solution to 
countering the club’s mounting debt, which 
currently stands at around £13m, was 
essential because it was currently “unaf¬ 
fordable and unmanageable”. 

In a bid to explain the move to confused 
supporters, Mr Scally wrote them an open 
letter. 

He said the restructuring would help the 
club to improve results on the pitch, as well 
as paving the way for a new stadium in the 
future. 

The letter read: “Security of tenure for the 
football club is maintained. The stadium 
cannot be sold or developed for as long as 
the club requires the facilities, and until 
alternative facilities are built. 


“Priestfield Developments Ltd will enter 
into a lease with the football club for an ini¬ 
tial proposed term of 10 years, with the first 
three years being effectively rent free, thus 
allowing the club to build up its business 
again. After the initial three year term, it is 
proposed a lease fee based on divisional sta¬ 
tus is paid at terms to be agreed. 


“I very much look forward to the return of 
the good times that we have enjoyed in the 
past and which I truly believe are returning 
to the club once again.” 

Mr Scally also said the move would reduce 
the club’s interest payments from £800,000 a 
year to £200,000 and make it easier to 
attract investors.

A road is not just a road in Kent, we 
have two differenct types. The first 
are called “adopted” which applies 
to most roads in Kent, means that 
Kent Highway Services (or the 
Highways Agency for motorways and 
trunk roads) is responsible for 
looking after them. The second are 
called “private streets” and these are 
often older and unmade; KHS is not 
responsible for maintaining them. 

The majority of newly-built roads will 
be adopted and looked after by us. 
Searches carried out when you buy 
a property will tell you if the road is 
adopted or private. In the case of the 
latter, your solicitor should be able 
to advise you if the road is in the 
process of being adopted.

So how do we make a judgement 
about adopting a road? Well, we won’t 
adopt a road that has not been 
built to accepted construction 
standards and all developers are 
expected to sign up to a legal 
process to ensure these standards 
are met and adoption is completed.

Penguin has high hopes for the book - it has 
set a hardback sales target of 250,000 copies, 
according to Bookseller magazine - and is prom¬ 
ising a major marketing and publicity campaign. 

Tom Weldon, the managing director at 
Penguin, described the book as “a tour de force”. 

“It is everything we hoped for and a couple 
of Martinis more,” he said. 

Alongside the publication of Devil May Care, 
there will be a year-long programme of projects 
planned for the centenary, including exhibitions 
at the Imperial War Museum and the Fleming 
Collection, and special Ian Fleming’s James Bond 
stamps issued by Royal Mail.

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build a giant 
freight terminal on the outskirts of a scenic vil¬ 
lage have been roundly condemned at a public 
meeting.

Quango slammed

I HE South East England 
Development Agency has 
been branded a costly talk¬ 
ing shop responsible for a 
“chronic, systematic waste 
of public money’. 

The quango, set up by Labour in 1999, has 
been under increased scrutiny after it emerged 
that its three-day-a-week chairman, James 
Braithwaite, spent more than £51,000 on taxis 
last year. 

The political commentator and author Leo 
McKinstry this week launched a blistering 
attack on the agency, which cost the public 
£195 million last year. He accused Seeda of 
having “a scandalous contempt for the public 
purse”. 

His attack has been followed by calls from 
Kent politicians for more openness and 
accountability at the organisation. 

A Seeda spokeswoman defended the quango 
against the criticisms, citing a list of major 
economic achievements for the region and say¬ 
ing it was accountable to the Government. 

In his diatribe, for The Spectator magazine, 
Mr McKinstry analysed the chairman’s official 
schedule for September and October and 
found “the predictable round of self-serving 
dinners and meetings, with other well-reward¬ 
ed public officials”. 

Mr McKinstry said the public “would have 
been better off’ had Mr Braithwaite stayed at 
home and watched TV during those two 
months and claimed the extravagance was 
part of a wider pattern at Seeda. 

The agency spent 
£600,000 last year 
running 10 overseas 
offices, with a repre¬ 
sentative in 

Germany, paid nearly 
£90,000 for eight 
months work. It also 
spent nearly £43,000 
on sending staff to the 
MIPIM property 
trade fair on the 
French Riviera. 

According to a prop¬ 
erty writer, the fair

was “basically a party with loads of lobsters 
and champagne”. 

Seeda was set up by John Prescott, when he 
was Deputy Prime Minister and had responsi¬ 
bility for the regions, to drive economic develop¬ 
ment in the South East. 

The region encompasses 19 county and uni¬ 
tary authorities and 55 districts, stretching in 
an arc around London, from Thanet in the 
south east to the New Forest in the south west 
and to Aylesbury Vale and Milton Keynes in 
the north west. Its headquarters is at 
Guildford, Surrey. 

According to its website, Seeda’s aim “is to 
create a prosperous, dynamic and inspirational 
region by helping businesses compete more 
effectively, training a highly skilled workforce, 
supporting and enabling our communities, 
while safeguarding our natural resources and 
cherishing our rich cultural heritage. 

“Seeda aims to be a catalyst for change with¬ 
in the South East, working with partner organ¬ 
izations - businesses, education at all levels, 


local authorities, Government agencies, volun¬ 
tary and community organisations and many 
others - to produce clearly recognisable results.” 

But Seeda serves no genuine economic pur¬ 
pose, said Mr McKinstry. 

Instead, he said the majority of the £2.3 bil¬ 
lion annual budget of all eight regional devel¬ 
opment agencies was spent on marketing, 
seminars, internal job creation, monitoring, 
conferences and action plans - rendering them 
“costly talking shops”. 

He said an analysis of a series of Seeda doc¬ 
uments exposed a “mind-boggling” amount of 
red tape, bureaucracy and political correctness 
at the agency. 

Examples included meetings where items 
for discussion included ‘the Culture and Sport 
Toolkit for Local Area Agreements’, the ‘Slough 
Skills Strategy Summit’, sponsorship of the 
‘European Business and Innovation Centres 
Network Annual Congress’ and support for the 
‘South East Women’s Ambassadors Network 
and Women’s Enterprise Advocates programme’.

Parks’ celebrating 
birth in the Congo 


THE people behind two Kent wild 
animal parks are celebrating 
after the first successful birth by 
an endangered western gorilla 
reintroduced to the wild. 

The Aspinall Foundation, which 
runs the Port Lympne and 
Howletts Wild Animal Parks, 
reintroduced the happy parents, 
Lekedi and Marco, to the wild in 
the Democratic Republic of 
Congo. Mother and baby both 
appear to be well. 

The foundation runs two west¬ 
ern gorilla reintroduction centres 
in Africa and has also introduced 
a group of gorillas born at 
Howletts to the Congolese jungle. 

Western gorillas are classified 
as critically endangered by the 
Internation Union for the 


Conservation of Nature. 

Damian Aspinall, a trustee of the 
foundation, said: “We are very 
proud and excited by this news. In 
2003, we introduced a younger 
group of seven gorillas, six of whom 
were captive-born at Howletts 
Wild Animal Park and have high 
expectations that this group will 
soon have offspring of its own. 

“The anticipated achievements 
and outcomes of the project are 
the successful reintroduction of 
gorillas to their natural habitat 
and the popularisation of the proj¬ 
ect through national and interna¬ 
tional media, ensuring the rein¬ 
troduced gorillas fulfil a role as 
ambassadors for their species and 
for the conservation of the Congo 
Basin forest ecosystem.”

Mr McKinstiy claimed the bureau¬ 
cracy at Seeda was “now out of control”, 
quoting an agency officer as saying 
there was “a proliferation of regional 
partnerships and strategies and activi¬ 
ty plans” that had created the need “to 
simplify and avoid overlap and make 
matters clearer to the customer”. 

Critical 

But he warned: “There is no sign 
this will happen. In the true style of 
today’s penpushers, Seeda has decid¬ 
ed that the way forward is another 
action plan for the region. Meanwhile, 
its burden on the taxpayer contin¬ 
ues. .. while the size of its paper-shuf¬ 
fling workforce has increased from 
342 employees to 370.” 

Seeda, which will assume more pow¬ 
ers following the Government’s wind¬ 
ing down of the South East’s regional 
assembly, is “a bloated arm of the use¬ 


less state machine”, said Mr 
McKinstry. It is “not an engine for 
business growth”. 

If regional development agencies 
were as brilliant as they claimed, he 
said, why then is Britain facing major 
problems with skills shortages, unem¬ 
ployment and public infrastructure? 

“As a downturn now grips our econ¬ 
omy, the regional development agen¬ 
cies have proved their only skill lies in 
wasting our money,” concluded Mr 
McKinstry. 

Paul Carter, the leader of Kent 
County Council, said KCC had a very 
important relationship with Seeda and 
they worked together closely on a range 
of projects important to the economic 
regeneration and development of Kent. 

But he warned that accountability 
for public money was “critical” to the 
democratic process. 

Cllr Carter said: “It is important that 
Seeda and other similar organisations 
that spend public money are more 
directly accountable to the public.” 

Tory backbencher Roger Gale, the MP 
for North Thanet, told Kent on Sunday 
he saw Seeda as part of a “clandestine 
drive towards regionalisation”. 

The region now has its own minis¬ 
ter, Jonathan Shaw, who is MP for 
Chatham and Aylesford. 

Mr Gale said: “The question has to 
be asked, how many tiers of govern¬ 
ment do we really need and who deliv¬ 
ers services most efficiently? I would 
say Kent County Council. 

“Seeda has considerable sums of 
money at its disposal - in contrast to 
KCC which has a large budget that is 
increasingly ‘ring-fenced’ by central 
Government - and while it is dishing 
out largesse I naturally want Kent to 
benefit as much as possible. 

“I am not, though, convinced that 
the value-for-money monitoring is 
effective. Seeda covers too big an area 
- which makes good governance and 
management difficult.” 

Greg Clark, the Tory MP for 
Tunbridge Wells and a shadow minis¬ 
ter, said the country had a range of 
unnecessary quangos and agencies. 

He said: “Rather than a new super¬ 
quango as planned, the Government 
should instead devolve power and fund¬ 


ing to local councils and local people.” 

Last week, the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
campaign group attacked Seeda over 
its spending on expenses and said: 
“The regional development agencies 
are unaccountable and unelected and 
their staff seem to be happy to spend 
taxpayers’ money like there’s no 
tomorrow. 

“The waste and irresponsible spend¬ 
ing in these bodies must be urgently 
brought under control and the culprits 
who have been living the high life at our 
expense should be held responsible.” 

A Seeda spokeswoman said that 
between April 1999 and November 
2007, the agency had “created and 
safeguarded” 46,509 jobs, “created or 
attracted” 5,712 new businesses and 
assisted 13,534 people in getting a job. 
She said a further 102,830 people had 
benefited from training opportunities. 

She said Seeda has achieved £242m 
of private sector funding “levered to 
benefit deprived areas in the region”. 
Seeda had also “achieved the output” 
of £555m invested in urban and rural 
regeneration projects. 

In Kent and Medway, she cited 
Chatham Maritime - “Seeda’s flagship 
site in the Thames Gateway” - with 
thousands of new homes, 3,500 new 
jobs, Dickens World, a multiplex cine¬ 
ma and a new hotel; the Rochester 
Riverside site which has land cleared 
for “a stunning regeneration project”; 
the universities at Medway, to which 
Seeda had contributed more than £8m. 

The spokeswoman said some Kent 
coalfields had been transformed into 
business centres and country parks - 
Chislet and Betteshanger collieries - 
with plans advanced for more work at 
Tilmanstone and Snowdown collieries. 

She gave further examples of renew¬ 
al and regeneration projects at Margate 
and Ashford, and plans to transform 
coastal towns in the South East. 

The spokeswoman said Seeda was 
responsible for bringing the Tour de 
France to the South East, which she 
said generated £37m for the local 
economy. 

She said Seeda’s spending was 
accountable to the Government “for 
the efficient and effective manage¬ 
ment of public funding”.

He was accompanied to Downing 
Street, where he handed over a 
letter addressed to Gordon Brown, 
by his mother Lisa O’Donnell and 


Adam Holloway, the Conservative 
MP for Gravesham. 

Mrs O’Donnell said: “He was 
asked to leave his school because it 
was a health and safety risk. 
Gregory wants to do something, 
which is why he has written to Mr 
Brown to tell him what it’s like 
being at home every day. 

“He has always been in main¬ 
stream school and we have moved 
several times to find a school that 
can support him. As a result of this, 
he suffers from isolation and 
depression and I demand a school 
that specialises in Asperger’s to 
accommodate his needs.”

THE FATHER of murdered 
Lucie Blackman has spoken of 
his sympathy for the parents of 
Madeleine McCann and the 
“refined and hideous form of 
mental torture” parents of miss¬ 
ing children go through. 

Miss Blackman, from Sevenoaks, a bar 
hostess, was murdered in 2001 near Tokyo 
in Japan aged just 21. 

Joji Obara, a 54-year-old Japanese busi¬ 
nessman, was later cleared of her murder 
but convicted of raping nine others, one of 
whom died. 

Crushed 

Her father Tim Blackman, 54, told this 
newspaper the “nightmare” surrounding 
Madeleine’s disappearance reminded him 
of when his daughter was missing. 

He said: “Imagine getting a knock at your 
door from a policeman saying your child 
has been wrapped round a tree and she’s 
dead - you would be completely crushed. 

“In Lucie’s case we were aware she was 
missing. We had no real reason to assume 
she was in any other situation than being 
kept against her will somewhere. 

“The whole nightmare unfolded with the 
same hideous slowness I see every day with 
Madeleine McCann. There is a constant 
changing of sides and reporting against a 
background of never knowing. It is a 
hideous and refined form of mental torture. 

“It took me a few years to get over the 
shock of the whole situation.” 

Mr Blackman also said he saw echoes of 
his daughter’s death in the murder of 
teacher Lyndsay Anne Harker in Japan 
earlier this year. 


He said: “I found it very upsetting because 
I saw a number of our nightmares in what 
happened to Lyndsay” 

Mr Blackman was speaking after the 
launch of a device that he hopes will help to 
protect other vulnerable young people. 

The BuddySafe key fob, which is 
activated by pressing a button, sends 
a text, email and voice message from 
the user’s mobile phone that says 
‘HELP’ to loved ones. 

Using Bluetooth technology, the discreet 
device also sends out information about the

user’s location. 

He added: “Lucie was drugged, raped and 
murdered. I want to ensure other families 
don’t experience this nightmare and I will 
do everything I can to keep young people 
safe at home or abroad. 


“I was amazed to find how Lucie had 
touched young people of her age group and 
how well known she was. 

“I didn’t know she would be taken to 
heart by so many people, it offered an open¬ 
ing to do something to make her loss not 
just a complete waste. 

“In all reality, if we can influence one sit¬ 
uation that is fantastic, although we will 
probably never quite know that.” 

The device is free to under-18s, although 
there is one-off £4.99 set-up fee and a 
monthly charge of £4.99 for the service. 

For adults, it costs £29.99, with a set-up 
fee of £14.99 and a monthly charge of £5.99.

Chainsaw vandals 
cut off electricity 

LIVE 11,000-volt power lines fell to the 
ground after vandals used chainsaws to cut 
down four wooden electricity poles in Kent. 

The incident in Meopham, near 
Gravesend, has prompted EDF Energy, the 
company responsible for the lines, to issue a 
safety warning. 

Colin Barden, of EDF, said: “Tampering 
with live high voltage power lines is incred¬ 
ibly dangerous and these vandals could 
have paid with their lives. 

“They not only risked their own lives, 
but recklessly endangered others and 
jeopardised local power supplies. We will 
continue to do everything we can to stop 
them and to assist the police.” 

He said sometimes power lines have auto¬ 
matic ‘re-energising features’. 

The design is aimed at restoring power 
supplies to customers as quickly as possible 
after a power cut, but means conductors 
can switch off then become live again 
afterwards, he said. 

After the thieves used a chainsaw to 
down the wooden poles in fields off Copt 
Hall Road and White Post Lane last Friday, 
888 customers lost power. 

The incident happened at around 6.30pm 
and Kent Police have appealed to any wit¬ 
nesses to call them on 01322 283 096.

Merger will 
see £4m off 
water bills 

TWO water companies that supply the 
county are to merge to form the second 
biggest water company in the country. 

South East Water and Mid Kent Water 
are expected to complete their merger 
this month, subject to final regulatory 
clearance. 

The new company will be called South 
East Water and will supply around 565 
million litres of water every day to 2.1m 
customers across Kent, Surrey, Sussex, 
Hampshire and Berkshire. 

As part of the conditions of the merger, 
the company is set to offer a one-off £4m 
price cut to bills in 2008-2009. 

South East Water will also relocate 
its head office to Snodland where it 
proposes to open a customer service call 
centre employing 150 staff. 

However, as many as 138 jobs could be 
lost next year when the move goes ahead. 

Paul Butler, managing director of South 
East Water, said: “I strongly believe the 
creation of an enlarged South East Water 
will enable us to deliver a cost-effective, 
enhanced customer service. 

“Furthermore, with the issue of 
water resources increasingly critical to 
supporting growth in this region, we 
will become a leading voice in the 
future of drinking water supply in 
the South East to help deliver a more 
sustainable and efficient water supply 
for the region. 

“However, we also appreciate that for 
many employees the merger process has 
been an unsettling period, which is why 
we have carried out extensive consulta¬ 
tion over the last few months. 

“This includes consulting on redun¬ 
dancy terms for those staff affected”

Care assistant 
on rape charge 

A MENTAL healthcare worker from 
Thanet has been charged with rape and 
serious sexual assault. 

John Mendy, of Sandwich Road in 
Ramsgate, appeared at Canterbury 
Crown Court on Monday to face the 
charges. 

The case was adjourned until January 
21 and he has been remanded in custody. 

The 32-year-old man, who worked as 
a healthcare assistant at St Martin’s 
Hospital in Canterbury, which is one of 
the county’s specialist mental health 
units, was arrested on November 15. 

A spokesman for Kent and Medway 
NHS and Social Care Partnership 
Trust, which is responsible for the men¬ 
tal health care in the county, said: “We 
are aware of the charges made against 
a member of trust staff 

“The member of staff has been sus¬ 
pended and the trust is conducting an 
internal investigation into the issue. 

“The matter is now in the hands of the 
police and judicial system and we can¬ 
not comment further at this stage.” 

Death at quarry 

A MAN drowned after his dumper truck 
crashed into a lake. 

The police, fire brigade and ambu¬ 
lance service were called to Salt Lane 
Quarry, near Cliffe, at 2.20pm on 
Wednesday after reports that a dumper 
truck had gone into the lake. 

The 46-year-old from Dartford was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

His next of kin are being informed. 

The area has been cordoned to allow a 
Kent Police and Health and Safety 
Executive joint investigation to continue.

Gambling on the future 


THE FUTURE of a treatment 
and support centre for gambling 
addicts remains in the balance 
after funding was withdrawn. 

Gordon House Association’s 
centre in Beckenham faces 
closure after Bromley Council 
said it would no longer provide 
funding. It is currently home to 
13 men and is one of only two 
centres in the country. 

Kevin Farrell-Robert, the 
association’s chief executive, 
Bromley Council and the 
Responsibility in Gambling 
Trust called for the Government 


to provide more funding to help 
and support gambling addicts. 

In response, a Department of 
Health spokesman said: 
“Anybody with a gambling 
problem who seeks help from 
the NHS will be offered support 
and, if necessary, treatment... 
Gamcare, which rims a national 
helpline and provides face-to- 
face counseling, is able to refer 
addicts to NHS-run services 
where appropriate.” 

The Gordon House Association 
is the only specialist provider of 
residential treatment in the UK.

IT was half a century ago 
this week that one of the 
biggest rail disasters in the 
country’s history took place. 

On December 4, 1957, an early 
evening steam train heading to 
Ramsgate and packed with 
commuters and Christmas shoppers 
from across Kent smashed into a 
stationary locomotive bound for 
Hayes, killing 90 people and injuring 
a further 176. 

More than a thousand passengers 
were crammed into the trains when 
they collided in thick fog beneath a 
railway bridge at St John’s station in 
Lewisham. 

The stationary train buckled, with 
one of its carriages jack-knifing and 
smashing into the bridge above, 
which in turn brought steel girders 
down on top of carriages, crushing 
passengers within. 

A third train managed to stop 
before it came to the broken bridge, 
although it was left dangerously 
close to the wreckage below. 

Witness David Curtis, 69, from 
Beckenham, described the dense fog 
in the air as the drama unfolded: 
‘You could put your hand in front of 
your face and not see it. You’d see the 
filth swirling in the air. 

“I could see the train gradually 
coming down the line. It went past 
one signal and then the next. I was 
just thinking has he seen it? Is he 
going to stop? 

“One passenger stumbled into the 
signal box, in obvious shock. 


“He was wearing a light-coloured 
raincoat. When he turned around I 
could see it was covered in blood.” 

The driver, William Trew, had been 
unable to see the signal through the 
dense fog. He was accused of 
manslaughter following the crash, 
but the charges were later dropped. 

Historian Peter Tatlow, a retired 
civil engineer who has written a book 
about the disaster called 50 Years On: 
Restoring the Traffic, said the 
responsibility should have rested 
with the management of the 
railways and not the driver. 

He said: “In my opinion I 
felt it wasn’t very fair for the 
driver to be held responsible. 

He would have been sat on 
the left-hand side of the 
cabin where the signals 
wouldn’t have been visible in 
the fog. 

“He would have had to 
either move to the right side 
and leave his controls 
unattended or ask the 
fireman to do it. 

“In the present climate it 
would be the management 
who would be in the dock. 

We are much more aware 
now that management has 
to take responsibility.” 

Speaking at a memorial to 
mark the crash last Sunday, 

Sir Steve Bullock, Mayor of 
Lewisham, said: “Fifty years 
may have passed but 
Lewisham will always 
remember that day. This 
was an appalling accident 
with a huge loss of life. 

Those who survived have 
never forgotten. 

“Families of the victims 


have never fully recovered. We 
remember their loss and their 
suffering.” 

The Lewisham crash brought about 
the introduction of an automated 
railway warning system, although it 
was delayed for several years for 
financial reasons. 

It remains the second biggest rail 
crash in British history, the biggest 
being a three-train collision in 
Gretna Green that killed 227 people 
in 1915.

Oscar winner’s 
attack on the 
CGI revolution 


Modem film technology is ‘too perfect’

AN OSCAR-witming film editor 
has criticised modem blockbusters 
for relying too heavily on computer¬ 
generated imageiy (CGI). 

Thelma Schoonmaker has worked with 
Martin Scorsese for more than 35 years, 
and won three Academy Awards for editing 
his film’s Raging Bull, The Aviator and The 
Departed. 

Her late husband, the Kent-born director 
Michael Powell, was a great influence on 
Scorsese. Along with Emeric Pressburger, 
he made a series of acclaimed films in the 
1940s and 1950s. 

During a lecture at Canterbury Christ 
Church University, Miss Schoonmaker 
spoke nostalgically about the early days of 
British cinema. 

The Algerian-born 67-year-old reminisced 
about how innovation and creativity, rather 
than computers, were once used to produce 
special effects to keep filmgoers glued to 
their seats. 

Modern films that use CGI to create 
breathtaking scenes and film sequences “do 
not have as much heart as they had” in 
the days of Powell and Pressburger, said 
Miss Schoonmaker. 

Pressburger was Powell’s long-time 
collaborator. As co-producers, writers and 
directors, they were known as The Archers. 

The duo made A Canterbury Tale in 1944 
and Schoonmaker demonstrated how brave 
direction and editing decisions, such as 
the use of stills as the background for 
scenes shot in the cathedral, are still used 
today. 

“They make you believe it. [But] CGI is 
too perfect,” she said. 

Since Powell’s death in 1990, Miss 
Schoonmaker has made it her quest to 
elevate him from cult status to make his 
name as synonymous as Hitchcock among 
the all-time great British film directors. 

Influence 

During her lecture, in a university 
building dedicated to the memory of her 
husband, she talked about the editing 
techniques used by early British film¬ 
makers and how they continue to influence 
noted directors such as Scorsese. 

Miss Schoonmaker told Kent on Sunday 
what most attracted Scorsese to Powell’s 
work. 

“As film-makers they share very many of 
the same kind of ideas - an interest in the 
grey areas instead of black and white. There 
are not many, or any, villains in the films of 
Powell and Pressburger or Scorsese. 

“They show what humans are really like. 
This appealed to Scorsese very much as well 
as the incredible style and tackling difficult 
subjects and emotions - they were boldly 
unafraid of that,” she said. 

Scorsese introduced Miss Schoonmaker 
to her husband, who was born in 
Bekesbourne, near Canterbury. 

Powell, who went to the King’s School in 
the Kent city, passed on his love of the 
county to his American wife of 14 years. 

“I came to Kent a lot with my husband. He 
was passionate about Kent and his father 
was a hop farmer. It was the world he grew

up in and he showed it in his movies, 
including A Canterbury Tale.” 

She said her late husband did not receive 
the recognition some of his contemporaries 
had because he was reluctant to promote 
his work. 

“Alfred Hitchcock and David Lean had 
huge publicity machines behind them,” 
she added. 

Of today’s film-makers, there can be little 
doubt Miss Schoonmaker is working with 
one of the best around. 

She has edited most of Scorsese’s films, 
starting from Raging Bull, which is the most 
special for her. 

“For me, Raging Bull is like my baby. It 
was my first major feature film,” she said. 

“It is pure gold - beautifully directed, 
incredibly well acted, wonderful sound effects 
- that being my first break in feature film, 
making it is like my firstborn.”

Council chief on 
the ‘vital’ role of 
home designers 


THE leader of the county council 
has praised Kent’s architects for 
their “stunning” designs. 

Cllr Paul Carter told industry 
experts at the Kent Design 
Awards that the county was 
facing a massive challenge with 
the building of 6,000 new homes 
a year for the foreseeable future. 

He said: “As the strategic 
authority, Kent has a vital role in 
shaping a place for people to come 
and live, work and enjoy. 

“There is an enormous number 
of exciting opportunities going 
on in the Kent economy which 
should keep us all busy in the 
next few years. 

“We are lucky to have so many 
able building contractors, good 


professional design teams and 
architects’ practices producing 
some stunning designs across the 
county.” 

In particular, Cllr Carter said 
KCC was finalising the start of 
a £1.8 billion Building Schools 
for the Future programme by 
rebuilding or refurbishing every 
secondary school in the county. 

After a two-year absence, the 
awards attracted 49 entries - 
many of them designed by Kent 
architects - which showed the 
county really was at the forefront 
of contemporary architecture. 

They included a hospital, 
a football stadium, two churches, 
a judo club and a country park 
visitor centre.

POLICE officers have to face the worst that 
society has to offer. 

They put their lives on the line and often 
take risks to protect the general public. 

Dealing with violent criminals, tackling 
drug and sex trafficking and other forms of 
organised crime are among their daily 
duties. 

For doing this high-risk and often 
dangerous job they deserve to be 
appropriately rewarded. 

The 3,645 officers that work for Kent 
Police deserve decent pay for continuing to 
fight crime across the county and 
investigating ever more sophisticated 
criminal activity. 

The country needs its policemen and 
women focused on solving crime and 
keeping our communities safe - not feeling 
let down by the Government. 

The chief constable Michael Fuller, who 
has overseen a statistical fall in crime in 
Kent, is right to speak out for his officers’ 
rights. He has put his head above the 
parapet to say his colleagues feel “cheated” 
by the Government. 

The Home Office should heed his words 
and honour the decision of the arbitration 
tribunal. 

However, public support of the police is 
not unconditional. Policing priorities must 
accurately reflect the public’s priorities. 

In parts of Kent, PCSOs are being used to 
man speed indicator devices. The county 
constabulary defends this by saying that 
some people consider speeding to be a form 
of antisocial behaviour. 

But given the choice between having 
PCSOs monitoring speeding motorists or 
patrolling neighbourhoods giving residents 
the reassurance of a police presence, most 
people would surely choose the latter.

It’s all very moving 

Ethical advertiser TIM 
GARBUTT asks if it’s time 

we reconsidered freight 



FREIGHT is not really a very 
interesting subject. Even if you 
jazz it up as “logistics” it’s still just 
moving stuff about. 

But here in Kent it seems that 
freight is increasingly a core 
service of the county and our 
regeneration strategy. 

With air freight miles at 
Manston cargo depot and the new 
Bearsted Freight Gateway, we 
seem to be entering a new age for 
Kent’s economy and environment. 

Is such a widespread freight 
network a gift we should 
bequeath future generations? 

An awful lot of tarmac for roads 
and business parks has been 
poured over Kent in recent 
months and years - and 
seemingly at the expense of our 
agricultural heritage. 

Even Allan Willett, the Queen’s 
representative in Kent and 
hardly a flaming radical, 
describes the fear of Kent 
becoming a “soulless corridor” 
between the coast and London. 

Major projects such as Imperial 
College’s at Wye or Manston 
business parks seem to have been 
designed to maximise 
unsustainable construction at the 
expense of the environment. 

Even a compact medieval town 
like Canterbury is almost 
beleaguered by a surfeit of 
supermarkets and roads 
requiring widespread freight 
movements with the associated 
pollution damage. 

We are probably all familiar 
with the sight of trucks and 
lorries both pouring into town 


centres and on the road to London 
or the Continent as well as the 
regular Operation Stack 
exercises. 

So should we think of a “Le 
Kent” future? 

To some extent the French seem 
to be ahead of the game in 
balancing the needs of freight and 
the environment - the new 
road/rail links to move lorries off 
the road and onto trains are very 
interesting. 

And as for their emphasis on 
food security - with local produce, 
local farmholdings and regional 
specialities - there’s much we can 
learn. 

It still puzzles me that we’ve 
industrialised our food economy 


to such an extent that, for 
example, Defra confirms, we 
imported 10 million kg of milk 
from France - and exported 9.9 
million kg. 

Even spuds are on the road: 
1.5m kg of potatoes imported 
from Germany - and 1.5m kg 
exported to Germany. I like my 
food but I couldn’t tell a British 
spud from a German one - not to 
the extent in justifying the road 
miles. 

Is it time to call time on food 
miles? 

There seems something even 
more obscene at the prospect of 
flying food into Britain at a time 
when aviation has the biggest 
impact on climate change and 



floods and drought are the biggest 
factors in Kent County Council’s 
risk register for the county. 

Every bunch of Peruvian 
strawberries in the winter months 
or redistribution in milk and 
potatoes certainly provides a 
degree of variety to our diet but 
perhaps we’ve reached the point of 
excess where food selections need 
balancing against the freight and 
food miles costs. 

Is Kent at the crossroads in both 
encouraging local food 
consumption and varieties, and 
reducing the impact of the car and 
aviation providers on our county? 
Or will our legacy be Concrete 
Kent?

True cost of relocation 

At huge expense, Eurostar has been moved to 
a new terminal and will run on dedicated 
track all the way to the Channel Tunnel. 

It is interesting to examine the collateral 
effects. 

First, the vacated platforms at Waterloo 
will be ‘mothballed’ for a minimum of two 
years at a station that suffers severe 
congestion. Those platforms were 
‘confiscated’ to provide the Eurostar services 
in the first place. 

Second, a large number of Eurostar 
passengers emanate from the South and 
South East of England and travelled direct to 
Waterloo from their homes to catch an early 
train. Their journeys have now been 
increased by 20-30 minutes. Granted, 
passengers within London will not notice a 
great deal of difference. 

Third, given the less-than-high-speed state 
of our railway network and the lack of any 
centralised ‘Union Station’ in London, I fail to 
see how travellers from the Midlands or 
anywhere distant from London will make use 
of this new service. 

Fourth, Ashford has been a useful staging 
point for many like me in Kent. Eurostar 
services are now reduced to three per day in 
each direction. We are encouraged to use the 
new station at Ebbsfleet, a seriously 
congested suburb of Gravesend, some two 
hours (no public transport) away in the 
wrong direction. 

I believe local airports more than one hour 
by train from London will encourage more 
cheap frequent flights to Paris, Brussels and 
elsewhere. 

Perhaps, the Ashford municipality should 
encourage additional rail services to Europe 
from the likes of Deutsche Bahn ICE, Thalys 
and SNCF.

Lack of understanding? 

I refer to the letter from Mr Townsend last 
week in which he was critical of Kent County 
Cricket Club’s proposals for developing the St 
Lawrence Ground. He is entitled to his views 
on the developments although, as he lives 
next to the ground and has consistently 
opposed them, they can hardly be considered 
objective. It should be noted too that the 
members of the club, of whom Mr Townsend 
is not one, have voted strongly in favour of 
the proposals. 

He cannot, however, be allowed to invent 
facts to support his argument that the 
developments are unnecessary. To state, as 
he did, that Sussex “does better then Kent on 
half the staff’ is either deliberately 
mischievous or indicative that he knows little 
or nothing of the finances and structure of 
county cricket. 

The audited accounts published by the 
counties for 2006 show that, including their 
playing staff, Kent employed 73 staff and 
Sussex employed 66. (Other comparable 
figures are Essex 92, Leicestershire 91 and 
Somerset 94). The accounts also confirm 
that, without the benefit of a £10 million 
legacy, Sussex would have made average 
operating losses of more than £400,000 a 
year over the last three years. 

The comparative figure for Kent is 
£160,000, but both sets of results illustrate 
the extent of the problems faced by county 
cricket clubs and explain why so many are, 
like Kent, developing their grounds with the 
objective of generating income from non¬ 
cricket activities. 

Mr Townsend also betrays his lack of 
understanding by suggesting that Kent 
should be “placing more emphasis on 
developing local talent.” This year 21-year- 
old Joe Denly enjoyed an outstanding first 
season in the Kent side and he and James

Thank you very much for highlighting the 
problem of autism in Kent schools over the 
past few weeks. The articles have been 
well written and very informative and so 
very true. 

My own son Joseph is one of the children 
who struggles in the current mainstream 
setting at Capel-le-Feme school. 

Diagnosed from the age of three, I would 
say he warrants specialised teaching in a 
low-noise setting. The reality is that he 
has different teaching assistants who are 
struggling to understand the condition and 
is in a spatially small classroom size with 
29 other children. 

This time of year he will have 
meltdowns due to being stuck indoors a lot 
more and he is extremely hypersensitive, 
because of this he gets easily distressed 
and aggressive. There is nowhere in the 
setting to go for a meltdown instead I have 
to come and take him home, which is not 
only distressing for him but also to myself 
and my family. 


The unit in the Simon Langton school in 
Canterbury is exactly what is needed in 
primary schools and I cannot stress the 
importance enough to Kent County 
Council that the current system is not 
working, especially with children like Joe 
who have quite profound communication 
difficulties. 

These children are put into stressful 
environments and the disability tells them 
to react. 

My son was never an aggressive child 
and normally has a really happy nature, 
but since he has started school he has 
been forced to develop characteristics that 
are not natural to his personality. 

My fight will continue but I would again 
like to thank you for highlighting the 
problem as the only way forward is 
through media support and pressure. 

Please for our children’s sake do not stop 
your good work.

You do not regenerate a town by putting 
something totally out of character smack in 
the middle of its most historic and 
significant quarter. Instead, you destroy the 
charm and integrity of the town forever.

Back in the 60s, similar thinking led to 
similarly huge and inappropriate tower 
blocks around St Paul’s. Eventually, in 
London, taste prevailed and the 
monstrosities came down. Gravesend is just 
catching up with the 60s, it seems. 

Think: would they do this in Blackheath, 
Greenwich, Whitstable, Richmond, 
Broadstairs? 

This ‘design’ - which aptly looks much like 
the last moments of a sinking ship - is a 
sad attempt to impress by a person with no 


taste or judgement. It will also destroy and 
oppose all the good work that has been 
painstakingly done in the Heritage Quarter - 
which will be forever in its shadow. 

A building this size is also, of course, mainly 
about money. Discussing this with many local 
people, I have yet to come across a single one 
who wishes their elected councillors - most of 
whom claim to have no opinion - to impose 
this grotesque mistake upon the town. 

No doubt Edinburgh have chosen 
Gravesend for this project because no other 
town would be foolish, greedy or desperate 
enough to join in such a project.

China view is too simple

It seems to have slipped Mr Ladyman’s 
mind that the world is facing a crisis of 
pollution and energy supply. 

China alone is bringing on a new coal-fired 
power station every few days, while we are 
being punished with ‘green taxes’ and petty 
regulations. 

Also, as countries like China grow to 
produce the ‘buy today, throw away tomorrow’ 
products for the West, they consume more oil, 
which is why we have petrol at more than £1 
a litre. 

It’s frightening, as nations meet for urgent 
talks on climate change and the rain forests, 
the earth’s fuels and resources deplete at an 
increasingly alarming rate, that we still have 
politicians who wish to continue living in 
hock to tomorrow, expecting continual growth 
of the world’s economy.

International award 
for conservationist 

A KENT PhD student has won the prestigious 
2007 National Geographic Society/Buffett 
Award for leadership in African conservation. 

Inogwabini Bila-Isia, 42, a student in biodi¬ 
versity management at the Durrell Institute of 
Conservation and Ecology at the University of 
Kent, learned his love of nature on walks in his 
native Democratic Republic of The Congo. 

He will receive his £12,500 award at a cere¬ 
mony at the National Geographic Society in 
Washington DC on Thursday, December 13. 

The award acknowledges the winners’ work 
and lifetime contributions to further the prac¬ 
tice of conservation in their countries. 

Bila, who is also project leader for the World 
Wide Fund for Nature’s Lac Tumba 
Landscape project in Congo, has previously 
won a UNESCO Young Scientist of the Year 
Award for his study of endangered great apes 
in Congo and the Maurice Swingland Prize, for 
the best masters student of his year.

A UNIVERSITY professor is leading a 
£70,000 project to measure the effec¬ 
tiveness of training an Olympic sports¬ 
man - and the results should help 
directly in the lecture theatre. 

Prof Louis Passfield is leading the pioneer¬ 
ing project aimed at improving the perform¬ 
ance of elite cyclists in major competitions. 

The professor is the director for the centre 
for sports studies, based at the University of 
Kent’s Medway campus. 

The money comes from the Engineering 
and Physical Sciences Research Council - the 
Government’s leading funding agency for 
research and training in engineering and the 
physical sciences - for a one-year study seek¬ 
ing to evaluate the effectiveness of cyclists’ 
training programmes. 

It’s hoped it will improve Britain’s athletes’ 
chances of winning gold medals in the 
London Olympics and Paralympics in 2012. 

The University of Kent has teamed up with 
scientists from the top-ranked, five-star 
research unit at Liverpool John Moores 
University and with staff from the universi¬ 
ties of Salford and Winchester, for the project. 

Over a period of months, the scientists will 
make a detailed assessment of professional 
cyclists’ training programmes. Data will first 
be collected by cyclists themselves, directly 


DEMAND for solar heating in Kent homes 
has increased so much that the Energy 
Centre at South Kent College in Ashford has 
started courses especially to train heating 
engineers how to install it. 

Lecturer Gordon Paine said: “It won’t be 
long before any new build will be required to 
have a percentage running on ‘green’ fuel. 
The Energy Centre is one of the first training 
centres in the South East to offer courses in 
all the types of solar heating currently avail¬ 
able. 

“It means our students leave here able to 
install whatever system the customer wants 
instead of having to rely on one particular 
brand or make.” 

Mr Paine said people were now realising 
that solar panels could supply up to 70 per 
cent of their hot water demand each year. 

With household heating bills rising with 
the increasing price of oil, homeowners are 
actively looking for ways to cut the cost. 

The two-day Energy Centre courses are for 
qualified heating engineers. They are held on 
Fridays and Saturdays so these employees

can train and work at the same time and 
costs £280, plus a £45 registration fee. 

Students on the course will be given 
instructions on how to use solar heating sys- 


ffom instruments attached to their bikes and 
then passed to the scientists for computer- 
based analysis of training patterns. 

They hope to produce a mathematical 
model showing how effective a particular 
piece of training is - and how directly it is 
linked to actual performance on the track. 

Prof Passfield said: “The cumulative effect 
of training has been calculated to be the sin¬ 
gle most important factor influencing cycling 
performance, so it’s surprising there’s been 
relatively little research directed at improv¬ 
ing this process. 

“The current practice of training cyclists 
has relied on the coaches’ intuition and expe¬ 
rience, but we hope now to provide a much 
more scientific basis for training. The success¬ 
ful findings of this research will, we hope, 
benefit British Cycling’s riders and coaches, 
in the form of improved performance and 
number of medals won. 

“The findings will provide a greater under¬ 
standing of the nature of training and the 
athletes’ response. The results may also be of 
interest to people looking to make the most of 
the beneficial effects of exercise.” 

Prof Passfield has massive experience in 
the field. He was a consultant in sports sci¬ 
ence and sports nutrition for more than 15 
years and as a senior member of British 
Cycling has worked with a host of gold medal 
cyclists. 

He is currently helping top UK rider Oli 
Beckingsale prepare for the 2008 Beijing 
Olympics.

BRITAIN’S favourite car gets a 
major makeover in January. 

The Ford Focus - perennial Nol in the 
UK sales top ten - also gets a slight price 
hike of £250 to start at £11,945, though 
customers get a whole lot more for their 
money. 

That £250 is absorbed immediately any¬ 
way, now that ESP (electronic stability pro¬ 
gramme) is standard on the range. 

In addition, the car gains a new look from 
the ‘Kinetic’ style book used on the latest 
Mondeo, the S-Max and Galaxy MPVs and 
soon to be highlighted by the Fiesta 
replacement and new Kuga SUV. 

The refocus on styling should banish the 
‘boring’ taunts that greeted the car’s arrival 
in early 2005; notable details include ele-

gantly swept headlamps and the gaping 
lower grille. 

Interior quality - never a weak point any¬ 
way - has also been boosted to echo the 
quality benchmark established by the new 
Mondeo. 

Then again, Ford had to do this with its 
best-seller to be taken seriously about 
plans to take the badge upmarket to attack 
German brands that have nibbled at its 
market share. 

Significantly, just as the revised Focus is 
about to enter showrooms, Ford says sales 
of the car to the private sector have also 
risen seven per cent - weakening claims 
that its Nol sales status is mainly due to 


domination of the fleet and company car 
sector. 

The restructured range offers a choice of 
Studio, Style, Zetec, Titanium and ST trim, 
plus the usual wide array of petrol and 
diesel powertrains. 

Less usual is the option of a conventional 
auto gearbox or a dual-clutch PowerShift 
automated gearbox jointly developed with 
GETRAG - one to rival the excellent DSG 
unit developed by VW-Audi. 

In addition to ESP, every Focus comes 
with ABS, four airbags, electric front win¬ 
dows, CD player, central locking, height 
adjustable driver’s seat, 60/40 split folding 
rear seat, curtain airbags and Ford’s 
‘Easyfuel’ refuelling system - this elimi¬ 
nates the risk of mis-fuelling a diesel with 


petrol and visa versa. 

Mid-range Zetec is expected to be the 
best-selling trim though and starting from 
£14,695 brings the alloy wheels that many 
owners see as ‘must-have’ features, plus 
dark headlamp surrounds, sports suspen¬ 
sion, sports seats, a ‘Quickclear’ heated 
front screen, perimeter alarm, driver’s seat 
lumbar adjustment, rear spoiler and 
upgraded centre console. 

The revisions are confined to the main¬ 
stay three and five-door and estate body 
styles for now, with the Coupe-Cabriolet 
and sporty ST models delayed for a few 
months.

VAUXHALL is the latest main¬ 
stream motor brand to signal a 
move upmarket. 

In the wake of all-new Ford Mondeo and 
Renault Laguna models showing a hike in 
style and quality, arch rival Vauxhall will 
respond with a slinkier and upmarket Vectra 
replacement. 

Unlike Ford though, which toyed with 
changing the model name as well, Vauxhall 
will also ditch Vectra in favour of calling the 
newcomer Insignia. 

It will be officially unveiled at the British 
International Motor Show in London in July 
2008, but we can expect previews long before 
then and better than the teaser shot pictured 
here. 

Like the previous Mondeo, the current 
Vectra was never a bad car, but has suffered 
from badge snobbery that persuaded private 
and company car ‘user choosers’ to abandon 
so-called Mondeo-class ‘repmobiles’ in favour 
of cars perceived as more upmarket - notably, 
those from Mercedes, BMW and Audi. 

The squeeze on cars like the Peugeot 407, 
Nissan Primera, Renault Laguna and Toyota 
Avensis, plus the Vectra and Mondeo - once 
the UK nol selling car by far - was compound¬ 
ed by the rise of midi-MPVs such as VauxhaH’s 
own Zafira and compact SUVs like the Toyota 
RAV4. 


Nissan decided enough was enough and, 
earlier this year, axed the Primera and its 
smaller Almera sister in favour of an all 
encompassing family hatchback/MPV/SUV, 
the Qashqai. 

But Renault, Vauxhall and Ford have 
trained their guns on the prestige marques 
instead; Ford wowed the market with the 
Mondeo and some media reports suggested it 
beats German rivals like the BMW 3-Series, 
Mercedes C-Class and Audi A4 as well as 
other runners such as the Lexus IS, Jaguar X- 
Type and Saab 9-3. 

Renault too, recently launched a much 
improved Laguna, paying particular attention 
to reliability and interior quality - two weak¬ 
nesses in its predecessor. 

Soon it will be Vauxhall’s turn and, having 
opted for a name change, we can expect major 
efforts across the board. 

A good driving experience is certain; a mid¬ 
life facelift for the current car not only sharp¬ 
ened bluff looks but also gave it a chassis to 
rival the class-leading Mondeo. Vauxhall inte¬ 
rior quality is also much improved. 

So, what consumers will be watching for is 
an overall right-ness of style, quality and driv¬ 
er involvement that makes ownership special 
for the individual and speaks well of his or her 
choice.

HondaCiviciype-R 


IT took a year for Honda to launch 
a successor to the original Civic 
Type-R rocketship. 

And while the latest version perhaps lacks 
the raw excitement of the original, it is a far 
more grown-up car to look at and experience. 

The idea that the ‘R’ stands for rocket, is 
underpinned by futuristic looks inside and 
outside that led to our online road test - at 
Motors TV via www.yourkenttv.co.uk - turn¬ 
ing into a mad homage to Star Trek. 

The previous Type-R was pretty much the 
best-seller in the line-up, but while it thrilled 
more than the latest car, it had more the look 
of a humble three-door family hatch with fat 
alloys and an array of tacky add-ons. 

Nobody could say the same about its replace¬ 
ment. I particularly like the racy interior: bril¬ 
liant sports seats, themed trimming and a 
spacey yet well organised dash, plus matching 
wheel, all a far cry from the anodyne interior 
of its otherwise impressive rival, the Seat 
Leon Cupra. 

The ‘Starship Enterprise’ dashboard is dom¬ 
inated by a digital speedo just below the 
screen - beautifully positioned for the eye. 

However, you need to adjust the steering

wheel and seat carefully to ensure that your 
can see this as well as other ‘readouts’ in this 
space shuttle, which is light years from where 
Honda Civics used to be. 

This Type-R arrived in early 2007, a year 
after the ‘standard’ Civic range replaced its 
dreary looking predecessor and nailed sugges¬ 
tions the model name had ‘retired’ to please 
the pipe and slippers end of the market. 

The new Civic not only retained many previ¬ 
ous buyers, but recruited younger ones, a trib¬ 
ute to a sci-fi design with glazed front end 
Visor’ incorporating the headlights, racy pro¬ 
file, slick alloy door handles and brutal rear 
end styling with triangular exhausts. 

The look is taken to the ultimate with the 
Type-R, suggesting the car was designed with 
the hot hatch version in mind rather than the 
humblest model in the range - and didn’t it 
work well? 

The Type-R engine echoes the looks: 0- 
60mph in just over six seconds from a free- 
revving and suitably raucous 2.0-litre engine. 


It has been suggested that Honda copped 
out by carrying over this unit, but why not, 
when the old ‘R’ was such a star for several 
years? 

Current Type-R prices start from £17,600, 
including much standard kit and you get a 
practical modern hatchback as well as one 
that turns heads. 

It does not have the ‘chuckability’ of the old 
car, but the grip and cornering is still tena¬ 
cious and the ride more suited to everyday use. 

It does suffer from drawbacks common to 
the whole Civic line-up: the interior is a bit 
claustrophobic in the back due to a high win¬ 
dow line and the front seats on three-door 
models need fiddling with after allowing pas¬ 
sengers to climb into the back. 

The spoiler across the elegant rear screen is 
also a hindrance to rearward vision, but the 
positives far outweigh the negatives and there 
are two further plusses: Honda’s reputation 
for build and reliability and the Civic’s British 
status - it is produced at Swindon.

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Committed firms want 
to tackle climate change 


A BUSINESS group has released a report 
showing how Kent companies can help tackle 
global warming. 

Firms in the South East say they are com¬ 
mitted to doing what it takes to address cli¬ 
mate change. 

But the report, called Climate Change: 
Everyone’s Business, will only work if the sub¬ 
ject becomes an urgent, shared national prior¬ 
ity for everyone, including consumers, said the 
Confederation of British Industry, which pro¬ 
duced the report. 

It has been praised by Sir Nicholas Stem, 
author of a highly respected report for the UK 
government on the economics of climate change. 

The report was compiled after 10 months of 
intensive work by 18 chairmen and chief exec¬ 
utives from some of the UK’s biggest compa¬ 
nies, under the independent chairmanship of 
BT chief executive Ben Verwaayen. 

It shows the UK’s carbon reduction targets 
for 2020 are likely to be missed but that 2050 
goals, while stretching, can be achieved at a 
manageable cost - provided a greater sense of 
urgency is now adopted. 

Firms in Kent and the rest of the UK need to 
fundamentally change their business models 


to reduce climate change. The Task Force says 
the longer we wait the higher the cost will be 
- but if we act early, the cost for each house¬ 
hold can be limited to around £100 a year by 
2030. 

Companies in Kent have been told they 
could prosper in new, multi-billion-dollar 
world markets - but only if research funding 
is better co-ordinated and prioritised. 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI South East regional direc¬ 
tor, said: “This report is a call to action to the 
wider business community whose support we 
need, an offer of partnership with government, 
and a commitment to empower consumers. 

“They are key to any solution because of 
their power to demand environmentally 
friendly goods, and their influence on govern¬ 
ment as voters.” 

Mr Hyde said that consumers should be sup¬ 
ported with better information and more choice. 

“We have to involve our employees and we 
must report transparently our own carbon 
footprints. This is not just a challenge, it is also 
the chance to become leaders in a new low car¬ 
bon economy.

Business is 
booming in 
South East 


BUSINESS leaders in Kent have 
welcomed news that nearly 
70,000 new companies have set 
up in the South East over the past 
12 months. 

They opened at a rate of 5,706 per month, 
according to a new study. 

Jordans, the UK’s largest independent spe¬ 
cialist in company formations, business infor¬ 
mation, and corporate services, examined 
start-ups in 16 postcode areas including Kent. 

Paul Townsend, Jordans’ director of corpo¬ 
rate services, said the peak period was 
between February and March. 

Entrepreneurs 

He said: “Perhaps not surprisingly, the 
South East has the highest number of compa¬ 
ny formations of any region outside London. 
But if London and the South East are grouped 
together, the combined figure accounts for 
almost half of all companies formed in 
England, Scotland and Wales in the past year. 

“The South East saw a surge in company 
formations in February and March, no doubt 
driven by accountants’ advice to sole traders 
to incorporate their business before the new 
tax year. 

“Indeed, the most effective salesman for our 
company formation service is the Chancellor 
himself: almost every announcement he 
makes encourages entrepreneurs to shift from 
being sole traders to forming a company.” 

Nationally, there were almost half a million 
new companies in the last year. 

Malcolm Hyde, regional director of the

South East Confederation of British 
Industry, warmly welcomed the news. 

He said: “The fact that such a large number 
of companies were formed in the region dur¬ 
ing the last year should not come as a sur¬ 
prise. The South East remains the bedrock of 
the UK in terms of enterprise culture and, 
indeed, the wider UK economy. 

“The Government needs to understand 
that without nurturing the South East can¬ 
not be expected to keep the tills of the coun¬ 
try’s economy ringing; they should be encour¬ 
aging the thriving enterprise culture that 
clearly exists in the region and not bringing 
in legislation, such as the recent changes to 
the capital gains tax regime that stifles it.” 

Deryck Banks, business services manager 
at Business Link in Kent, gave some tips to 
those thinking of setting up a new company. 

He said: “I would recommend that new 
businesses take advice on the main aspects 
of running a business. 

“Key areas to focus on in order to survive 
the first year are: customers and markets; 
finances and stakeholders; operations; and 
learning and innovation.” 

Mr Banks claimed that businesses tend to 
fail because of poor cash flow management, a 
lack of market research, lack of investment 
in marketing, and poor customer service. 

“Seeking advice and having a good busi¬ 
ness plan can help companies avoid some of 
the pitfalls in their first few years of trading,” 
he said. 
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Sun searchers 

THE poor weather during the summer, 
and fears about the economy are driv¬ 
ing more people abroad, says a special¬ 
ist Tunbridge Wells company which 
helps such moves. 

Bishop’s Move says the office has been 
at its busiest ever in recent weeks for 
international relocations as more than 
100 people seek sunnier, safer and more 
secure climes. And it is costing compa¬ 
nies dear as they continue to lose staff. 

Relocated 

According to research, it costs a busi¬ 
ness an average of £7,000 each time a 
member of staff leaves. 

The firm says it has relocated 105 
workers so far this year - meaning local 
businesses have footed a bill exceeding 
£735,000 just to replace them. 

That cost is due to factors including 
interviewing and hiring new staff, 
redesigning the office layout to accom¬ 
modate them, ordering new stationery 
and induction training. 

The favourite location remains 
Australia, with France and Spain com¬ 
ing a close second and third. But 
“emerging” destinations such as the 
Balkans and southern Mediterranean 
are growing in popularity. 

Geoff Cummins, Bishop’s Move 
Tunbridge Wells branch manager, said: 
‘We’ve received more enquiries this year 
than ever before and it can be easily for¬ 
gotten how this effects local businesses.”

AMID fresh reports on the UK 
housing market, with warnings 
being given by Mervyn King, the 
Bank of England Governor and 
David Miles, chief economist at 
Morgan Stanley, it is perhaps 
unsurprising that we find that the 
November house prices drop was 
the biggest in 12 years. 

Interest rate rises and crisis in the supply of 
credit have contributed to the inflated market 
being at risk of what some people think could 
be a 10 per cent drop with continued decline 
until the end of the decade. 

Now most people will not want to immedi¬ 


ately rush out and sell their home, as once you 
are on the property ladder ripples in price 
don’t tend to mean much, although there could 
be an impact if you are trying to move or your 
personal circumstances change.

Other 
assets, such as equity income shares could 
offer appropriate shelter over the next few 
years, especially with murmurings of global 
economic downturns. 

Ninety per cent of the return on your invest¬ 
ment up or down will come from the asset 
class you are in, so a regular review is always 
appropriate. Don’t leave it to chance. 


Market caution 

STOCK market worries have led 28 per cent of 
South East stock market investors to move 
money into more cautious investments, such 
as cash or bonds in the last quarter.

A run towards 
the Olympics 

AN ATHLETE is set to take part in a major 
European event today as he chases an 
England team place for the Beijing Olympics 
next year. 

Michael Skinner, from West Wickham, near 
Biggin Hill, runs for Blackheath and Bromley 
AC and has qualified to run for Great Britain 
in the European Cross Country 
Championship in Toro, Spain. 

The 28-year-old became eligible to take part 
when he finished third in trials at Sefton 
Park in Liverpool. 

He said: “I would be very pleased to finish 
in the top 20 in Spain. It will be very competi¬ 
tive, but I am running well at the moment. I 
was pleased with a place at Sefton Park, ran 
the second fastest leg at the National Cross 
Country relays and was also fourth in a 
recent Gateshead International.” 

He used to run 1,500 metre races, but is 
going for longer events in the hope of compet¬ 
ing in the 5,000 metres in Beijing. 

He said: “I have been running since I was 
10 and have had huge family support to get 
this far and to go to the Olympics would be 
amazing and a fitting thank you for all my 
supporters. I am still getting used to the 
longer distance and cross-country helps make 
the transition.” 

He has already won sponsorship of £7,500 
from MB Allen and Co solicitors in West 
Wickham and Addiscombe. 

He said: “The money really makes a differ¬ 
ence. Transport costs getting around the 
country to compete alone cost nearly £2,000 a 
year and I spend £200 just on sports drinks. 
My running shoes - for track and then cross 
country will also cost hundreds. And after I 
have been putting in the miles on the track 
and working hard at the gym, a massage and 
sports physio sessions are crucial to my 
recovery times. These medical costs come in 
at around £1,500 a year.” 

He added: “I think sometimes people think 
runners just pull on their trainers and go for 
it, but to compete at the highest level is a 
massive drain. 

“It is a 24/7 lifestyle with everything I do 
focused on my running.” 


Famous race calls

THREE times World Sidecar 
Champion Tim Reeves will 
embark on a fresh challenge next 
year in the most dangerous and 
daunting events in the motorsport 
calendar - the Isle of Man TT.

I will be riding a 
competitive bike which will be custom-made. 
It is not as quick as my FI bike, but it is much 
stronger. Steve Webster has built the bike 
and I can’t wait to try it out on the Isle of Man 
course. I have done 10 laps of the course and 
have been practising on the PlayStation.” 

Last year, the event claimed the lives of 
racer Marc Ramsbotham and two spectators, 
which shows just how lethal the course can be. 

Reeves told Kent on Sunday: “It is a danger¬ 
ous event, but I am not going to go there and 
not give it 100 per cent.”

Masters went into this weekend ranked 
45th in the LET, but a good finish at next 
week’s prestigious Dubai Ladies Masters 
could propel her into the top 30. 

The 24-year-old recently enjoyed a nine- 


week break between tournaments, before 
the final events of the season in Dubai 
and India. 

With such a big break, Masters used the 
time off to relax and start preparing for 
next season. After three weeks without 
picking up her clubs, she put in time with 
her coach at Chart Hills, near Ashford. 

Speaking from Bangalore she said: 
“Coming here after nine weeks off and to 
come straight into tournament golf was like 
playing the first tournament of the season. 

“The tour is growing and it is nice that 
we have these tournaments at the end of 
the year. Otherwise, there would be a very 
long gap until the 2008 season starts.” 

Whatever happens at the Emirates Golf 
Club next week, Masters has ended the 
year with a title. Last week, she was 
named BBC South East Female Sports 
Personality of the Year. 

She had flown to India before the 
awards ceremony so could not accept it in 
person, but she was delighted to win. 

She said: “I couldn’t believe it when I 
found out - it’s crazy really. I was nomi¬ 
nated last year and had a great evening so 
I was gutted to find out I couldn’t be there.

Stimson plots to keep Dickson

A STRIKER is top of Gillingham manager 
Mark Stimson’s January wish list - but he 
admits bringing on-loan Chris Dickson back 
to the club is his priority. 

The 22-year-old’s third month-long spell at 
Priestfield expires on December 22, with 
league rules preventing him from extending 
his stay until next month. 

The former Dulwich Hamlet hit man has 
been a revelation since joining in September 
and Stimson has made no secret about his 
desire to keep the striker for as long as possi¬ 
ble. 

He said: “Once January 1 kicks in, if he 
became available for another loan period or a 
transfer, obviously we would be interested.

Stimson said: “I’m a big believer that the 
more players you have to put the ball in the 
net you have more chance of winning the 
game. [Fleetwood] is one of a couple of strik¬ 
ers on our list.” 

To make way for new players, Stimson indi¬ 


cated some of the existing squad will be leav¬ 
ing the club in January and the out-of-favour 
players only had a short time to prove to him 
they wanted to stay. 

He said: “They have all still got an opportu¬ 
nity to come out and do something. If they are 


called upon they will hopefully change my 
mind. Whether they will get that chance we 
will wait and see, but I think some of the 
players probably realise time might be up. It 
is how they get on with it in the next two 
weeks.”

Championship Super 1600 title. 

Rally star Davis was left heartbroken last 
weekend after narrowly losing the title by 
two minutes. 

Davis went into the final round of the 
series in pole position, with just the gru¬ 
elling 230 miles of the Wales Rally GB to fin¬ 
ish, a result which would have seen him 
claim the title in his debut season. 

However, after a sequence of unfortunate 
events during the three-day rally, the 
Maidstone-based driver lost out after arriv¬ 
ing at the last stage late, due to a misunder¬ 
standing with officials at the end of the 
penultimate stage. 

The mix-up with officials was just one in a 
catalogue of errors for the Kent racer, after 
co-driver Pat Cooper was forced to pull out 
before the meeting which left Davis without 
an experienced navigator. 

Davis had to call on a rookie to lend a 
hand, but he said the stand-in’s inexperience 
in never having written pace notes meant 
they had to drive the first stage ‘blind’. 

His Ford Puma then suffered a suspension 
failure which he and his co-driver had to fix 
while in competition. 

Davis made it to the end of the stage just 
before the time limit, but an argument with 
officials over whether he had finished in 
time meant he was not back on the road for 
about three minutes, which proved costly. 

After finally receiving a time from the offi¬ 
cials, Davis rushed to the final stage only to 
miss the start time by two minutes. 

It meant he could not compete in the last 
stage because he did not arrive in time, but 
organisers gave an estimated time and clas¬ 
sified him as finishing - a result that was 
not good enough to claim the title. 

A distraught Davis told Kent on Sunday: “It 
hurt to lose the title after coming so close to 
securing it in my debut season. It ripped my 
heart out.” 


Welsh comedy 

of errors leaves 

Davis’ rally title 
dream in pieces 



According to the 28-year-old, he was 
offered a letter of apology from the officials 
due to the error, but officials from the Wales 
Rally GB deny this. 

He said: “The letter would look a bit out of 
place in my trophy cabinet. Without this 
success I will really struggle to encourage 
backing for 2008 and my short-lived career 
will be over.” 

A spokesman for Wales Rally GB told 
KoS the situation could have been handled 
differently. 

He said: “We regret what has happened to 
Stefan - he is a great rally driver and has 
real potential. It was questionable whether 
he arrived at the check-in after the penulti¬ 
mate stage late. 

“What his co-driver, who is in charge of the 
timekeeping, should have done was phone 
rally headquarters immediately and the 
problem would have been resolved. 

“Instead, we classified him as a finisher 
in the rally and gave him a estimated time 
for the last stage without any time penal¬ 
ties, but of course this would not have been 
as good as the time he would have set.” 

The final result meant Davis was classi¬ 
fied 21st, but lost the title to eventual win¬ 
ner Darren Gass from Northern Ireland 
by a mere two points. 

However, despite this, Davis never 
dreamed he would be in title contention in 
his first year in the championship. He also 
believes the experience can only stand him 


in good stead for the event next year. 

He said: “Competing in the Wales Rally GB 
was a great experience. It is a tough event 
and even tougher without any pace notes. 
The British Championship is a hard series, 
but hopefully I can use the experience for 
next year and reap the benefits.” 

As for next season, Davis hopes he can 
attract investors so he can have another 
assault on the Super 1600 title. 

He told KoS: “At the moment, I am ringing 
round various people in the hope they will 
back me so I can compete in the champi¬ 
onship next season. 

“They are changing the event next year 
with a one-make championship in a new 
Suzuki car. This will mean it will be a battle 
of driver skill. This will be the first time they 
have done this for six years.” 
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
